Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-81 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
teach an audio reproducing apparatus, comprising: a central processing unit; storage 
means for writing and reading data; audio expanding means for expanding compressed 
audio data; external I/O means for transferring incoming and outgoing data, the 
transferring of incoming and outgoing data operative to charge an account associated 
with the transfer of such incoming and outgoing data; and a personal computer standard 
bus for transmitting data among said central processing unit, said storage means, said 
audio expanding means and said external I/O means, so that compressed audio data is 
stored in said storage means, and said compressed audio data is transferred to and 
expanded by said audio expanding means to be audibly reproduced. The cited prior art 
alone or in combination fails to fairly teach or disclose the claimed combination of 
features.
